The Honorable Oeorgre Hees, Minister of Transport, said 
last night that before more aid can be given to university 
students, tlie problem of increasing the number of high 
school graduates must be consider^. 

manding that the government co- 
sponsor $6 million dollars worth 
of scholarships. ■ 

Further on in the question 
period, Mr. Smith pointed out 
that it was not for students pre- 
sently attending university that 
the pica -for additional scholar- 
ships was being made. It was on 
behalf of those deserving -stu- 
dcnl5 who could not afford to 
enter university. He argued that 
universities should not be com- 

Cosed of those who could afford, 
ut for the good of all concerned, 
by those who would benefit the 
most from it. 

The Minister agreed that Ihii 
was quite important and that the 
government was 100% behind 
the idea but that at the present 
moment the allocation of the 
funds is not feasible. 

In his main speech Mr. Hees spo- 
ke to the gathering on what he sta- 
ted was "The number one topic in 
Canada today, the question of un- 
employment.'' He mentioned lhat 
Canada is enjoying a period of un- 
equalled prosperity but unemploy- 
ment still grows.

Speaking at a gathering spon- 
sored by the McGUl Progessivo 
Conservative 'Club in the Union 
Ballroom, Mr. Hees raised this 
point in answer to a question as 
to why the government didn't 
spend' more money on. university 
scholarships. In his opinion, other 
requests made upon the govern- 
ment were more prcssbig than in- 
creasing the existing level of fi- 
nancial aid to higher education. 

In addition, he commented, "We 
can't ask parents who cannot af- 
ford to send their children 
through high school to pay for 
the college education of others 
through the use of their tax mo- 
ney". • ' 

... NFCUS BRIEF 

This disbussion arose when 
Stuart Smith,. President of the 
Students' Society, asked why a 
brief submitted by the National 
Federation of Canadian Universi- 
ty Students had received little or 
no attention in the past two 
years. 

The Minister replied that the 
brief had been sent to all cabi- 
net members and that great con- 
sideration was given it. However 
it was finally decided that other 
programs were more important 
at the time and no action could 
be taken.

Permanent Officer Will Control 
Financial Power of ASUS, EUS

The SEC has taken steps to 
curb the financial power of two 
undergraduate societies, Arts 
and' Science and Engineering. A 
salaried part-time book-keeper 
who , will ' act as a' co-slgning 
officer for the two organizations 
has been appointed for this pur- 
pose. The new procedure means 
that neither the ASUS nor the 
EUS will be allowed to make any 
. éxpendltures unless cheques are 
signed by. the new appointee. He' 
will approve only those payments 
which have been authorized by 
the Executive in an official meet- 
ing and duly recorded in the 
minutes. 

The decision, once made by the 
previous SEC, was reached when' 
a letter from the auditors com- 
plaiiiing about the condition of 
EUS' books was received. Ques- 
tioning the treasurer of the EUS, 
Council discovered that he had 
found it. necessary to pay out 
approximately $1,100 without re- 
ceipts. He went on to state that 
he could not forsce any improve- 
ment in the condition of the 
books for the next year. 

.AUDI-jfiNG. , • 
The initial reactions of the 

Î residents of the two 'societies, 
ohn Duckworth, B.Eng, 5, of 
tho EUS, and Ron Meade, B.A. 4, 
ol the ASUS were essentially 



identical. They both felt lhat a 
cliange midit do the societies 
good but tney emphasised that 
only after ttiey had seen; the 
system in operation for -a -while- 
could they be prepared -to* -pass 
judgertent'on- ft.- • • 

Meade pointed- out that '^Many 
of the umlcrgraduate ; societies 
have had difficulties in maintoin- 
ing proper and accurate iinandal 
records in the past; The aid of 
a 'competent mdrvidual' '(the "ac- 
tual term used -in the motion)' 
to assist tbe -societies- in their 
accounting • procedures will be 
greatly appreciated,- especially 
smce the individual will hold no 
executive power and will- not 
effect the autonomy of the -un- 
dergraduate societies involved." 

Duckworth pointed out that in 
tho past auditors had worked 
on the books for a long time. 

REACTION 
Commenting on this, he ob- 
served that "If the length of 
time that ilacDonald and Currio 
& Co., Auditors takès to audit 
thO' books . is . any indication of 
their condition then the. appoint- 
ment of such a 'salaried part-time 
book-keeper* .( also . from . the mo- 
tion) would be advantageous." 

Duckworth .also .pointed out 
that a good deal. of jnoney might 
be saved by. the new. system as 
it woiild not .be. necessary to pay 
the auditocs for. Uia large amount 
of \vork tbey.hava been^doing to 
get the books in, order.. '.This 
reduction jnigbt . even . compe09< 
§tè|^91|^the salary the sigor^ 



•Asked about the person to fill 
the - position, Duckworth replied 
that it- should be a student if 
one ' cofnilétent enough could be 
.fcjuqd. ! Meade stressed the fact 
that the. person must. he well 
qaaKfietl for the job. 



Meade declined to offer an 
opinion as to whether the soci- 
eties could return to the old 
system of treasurers keeping the 
books themselves. The EUS pres- 
ident surmised that this would 
be possible sometime in the 
future. >c; : 



He staled that we arc "pricing 
ourselves out of the market.'^ 
Competition is so great that only 
through diligent effort on the pa-t 
of all Canadians will we be abla 
to beat the problem of uncmpljy- 
ment. 

The Minister 'listed a few basic 
Ideals that must be upheld in or- 
der to do so. The government, he 
stated, must cut production costs 
and taxes to tlie minimum. It must 
operate as efficiently as possible, 
as well as set up Uie most profi- 
table trade arrangements.

Continuing in this vein, he stat- 
ed that management must do it's 
part by producing as efficiently 
as possible, with the bést machi- 
nes and techniques, in order to 
supply the best products at the 
lowest po.</,ible price. 

As a keynote, the Minister stated 
that "If everyone takes it upon 
himself to ask whal is lie doing to 
stop unemployment, the problem 
would be eliminated".

' This week, as an estimated ninety miitioii 
Ameiican and Canadian Television viewers dis- ' 
rupted their weekly scliedule of westerns and 
variety shows, two serious young men conducted 
a political discussion in the living rooms of the 
continent. 

In eight minutes, the more dashing of the two 
outlined si domestic program which would "make 
America move". He outlined proposals dealing 
with education, health insurance and development 
of natural resources, all designed to achieve 
this goal. 

In eight more minutes, the slightly balding 
man agreed in principle with these proposals, but 
emphasized that the means to achieve these ends 
are not massive effort.s of the Federal Government. 
Subtle governmental guidance, tempering the 
essential American value of self-reliance,' was 
humbly suggested as a better means to attain the " 
desired end. 

This cl;i.sh on means, rather than on ends, is 
sadly symbolic of the intellectual atmosphere 
precipitated in many modern societies like the 
one-extant below the border by. the advent of the 
technological age. 

We have come to debate whether or not the 
Bomarc, for example, i.s an effective means of 
Avaging war in the nuclear ,age. We .hardly 
concern ourselves today with the ' far more 
basic problems of peace and| waf, the causes 
which wars are designed to propagate, and- the 
question as to whether or not war is a satisfactory ' 
price to pay for the preseiTatioii of social values. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect of a television 
program, but we do hope the next three Kennedy- 
Nixon parlour debates will concentrate a little 
more than they have so far on what we should 
. try to accomplish rather than on how we -should 
try to do it. > . -

NFCUS Effects Fees Increase; Ks^S sTrS 



Dime Hike Passed Unahimously 



The Presidents of «11 the 34 
member universities of NFCUS 
agreed to a fee increase of 10 
cents a student to be paid on a 
voluntary basis at Tuesday after- 
noon's plenary session of the 24th 
NFCUS Congress held last week 
at Dalhousie University. 



What seemed to 
controversial issue 



be the most 
of the Con 



gress was passed unanimously by 
all 34 with no one speaking 
against the motion. 

David Edgar, president of the 
Students' CoundbatJttbe Univer- 
sity of British 'Columbia present- 
ed the resolution which stated 
the voluntary raise would bring 
fees to 60 cents for the firsi 
1,500 students, 55 for the next 
1.500. 50 for the next 1,000 and 
45 cents a student for universi- 
ties with population in excess of 
4.000. 

giME RAISE 

Edgar Pointed out. "In essence 
thia would be a dime raise at 
every level". If all universities 
agree to the raise, the increase 
will bring, in $7,800 (or the Fede- 
ration. 

He pointed out that there was 
a gap between the potential and 
financial position of NFCU§. "We 
must strengthen our financial 
position- and funds cannot be 
diverted therefore we bave come 
to the conclusion that a fee in- 
crease is desirable, but that it 
should be a voluntary one." 
. Member universities will not be 
■ forced into paying the additional 
voluntary cum, he. said... From 



1951-53 the Fee was 20 cents, 
1953-54, it was 20-50 cents, 1055, 
50 cents, 1956-60' it averaged 41 
cents a student 

STAFF ADDITIONS 

The money Taised by' the fee 
increase would be allocated for a 
comptroller and a part-time se- 
cretary. The present staff of the 
Secretariat consists of an execu- 
tive secretary, who has also been 
acting as treasurer, the president, 
who must travel, and a secretary. 

"At present we are preventing 
our executive secretary Andre 
l'Heureux from doing the task 
for which he is best suited. This 
expert on student affairs is fet- 
tered with book work", he said. 

Edgar Stressed that the Federa- 
tion is financially able to carry 
on. — "it is not in trouble", he 
said, "but .our program is now a 
broad oiie which can be explai- 
ned to students'. 

McCILL'S ROLE 

McGill president Stuart Smith 
was the only speaker on the mo- 
tion and supported it stating, 
"our Federation has come a long 
way, and the raise is necessary 
to continue its progress. It is 
almost.-Jmpoislble for our dedica- 
ted Secretarial'..; to 'continue to 
work, long hours. I have no doubt 
that- our students' Council will 
be happy to make this voluntary 
contribution". 

Following the passing of the 
resolution Roy Heenan also of 
McGill and international affairs 
Vice-President told the delegates 
that ' their action justifies the 
confidence which the students .of

AND AGAIN, AND AGAIN. AND... 

No eager Daily beaver has aa yet outlined the chances of the 
1960 version' of the McGill Redmcn in the optimistic way that this 
fourth estator will presently attempt to do. Let's start by inspecting 
"the weaknesses of last year's squad and pointing out where the 
problems have been rectified. There is no disputing the defensive 
strength of the 195D Redmen. This squad has remained fairly well 
Intact. The addition of Rae Brown at tacitle was welcome but a 
broken leg in practice took care of that. Offensively, the Red and 
White were wcalc, but last Saturday's showing indicated what to 
expect.

The u.sual big talk is coming 
from Toronto where there lives a coach who thinks that if the 
lilues will ever win the championship again, they will do such this 
year. So they came up. against the weaker Mustangs last Saturday, 
and when the dust cleared the scoreboard showed 22-22.

Mr. Magoo 
Gridiron Too 



College football pauses this 
fall to observe the 50th anniver- 
sary of one of its little-known, 
but widely-accepted, steps of 
progress : the putting of num- 
bers on football jerseys. 

Center of commemorative cere- 
monies will be Rutgers Univers- 
ity, New Brunswick, New Jersey, 
where a legendary quarterback, 
Quincy Magoo, now famous as 
"Mister Magoo", first had dif- 
ficulty, in disUnguishing the 
players, with or without a pro- 
gram. 

It- was one of those then 
imsung events, somewhat' like 
the exploit of William Webb 
iCllis, who first took the ball in 
his arms for dear old Rugby 
(England), and ran with it in 
182.3, originating the distinctive 
feature of the Rugby game. 

.Today there is a tablet at 
Rugby chronicling Ellis' fine dis- 
regard for the rulea of football 
as played at the time. But as 
yet, no far-sighted historian has 
written the story of how Quincy 
Magoo, and at Rutgers, too, wise- 
ly added his contribution to the 
yame. 

The exact date and name of 
the playing field, as well as Rut- 
ger's opponent, are a slight blur 
to Mister Magoo, but he does 
recall having some difficulty in 
telling the players, as well as 
the teams, apart, 

Quincy Magoo, according to 
"Old Grad Magop", a motion pic- 
ture cartoon released in 1050, 
graduated from Rutgers "some 
time before the World' War I" 
and placed his gridiron activity 
at 1910, when he stopped a game 
to demand of the referee : 

"Why don't they put NUM- 
BERS on them?", meaning the 
playcçs.:i,.v..- : 

The'stateihent and accusation 
were echoed by the student body. 
When, and it ts doubtful if ever, 
Rutgers was defeated, . IM : ra- 



coon-coated partisans of 1010 had 
a perfect alibi : 

"We ahoulda put numbers .on 
them." - 

Some football historians. may 
claim teams of the 'OO's did have 
numbers on them, but Quincy 
Magoo hotly disputes the point: 
"With all those bright New Jer- 
seys on the field, who could see 
a number?" • 

' One point ho footbàll expert 
will dispute is that, after Magoo 
left Rutgers, all players had 
great big block numbers and the 
business of selling programs list- 
ing players' names and numbers 
thrived. 

In later years. Mister Magoo 
re echoed his request, slightly 
altered by frequent repetition, 
to : "Why don't they put up a 
sign." 

Magoo never admits he can't 
see and in the movie business 
with its terrific eyestrain (kleig 
light, reflectors and all) he won 
two Acadamy Awards with his 
challenge and call for easily- 
read signs. 



So this fall as Old Grad Ma- 
goo starts his new career on 
television for Hollywood's UFA 
Pictures alumni associations will 
be dunning thousands of unpaid-- 
up old grads for just a small 
contribution to commemorate the 
proper labeling of players and 
the program boys will pause in 
reverence as they shout : 

"Programs! Herel You or Ma- 
goo can't tell the players with- 
out a program I"
